B.  (s)  Operationa/lntdlligence. 

1 .  ( 0 )  General. 

Operatione  and  intelligence  activities  of  the  headquartei's 
during  the  period  includod  follow-up  of  actions  reported  in  letter,  file 
ATAC-C,  this  headquartera,  subject:  Operational  Report  on  Lessons  Learned 
(RCS  CSCPO  -  28  (R1))  (U),  dated  11  May  1966,  and  initiation  of  several 
new  projecte.  Plane  for  stationing  artillery  unite  in  III  Corps  Tactical 
Zona  were  under  continual  review  as  changes  were  I'equired  by  eetablishment 
of  firm  atationing  plana  for  major  inaneuver  elements  coming  into  11  I'POHCelV. 
Attempts  were  continued  to  provide  sufficient  01  aircraft  to  perform  aerial 
obaeiration  mlaslona,  to  improve  tne  counteimortar  poeture  of  II  FFOnCLV, 
and  to  find  ways  In  which  to  assist  ARVN  in  artillery  employment.  Programs 
were  initiated  to  provide  survey  and  calibration  support  to  artillery  units 
in  III  Corps  Tactical  Zone,  and  to  improve  coordination  between  US,  Free 
World  Military  Aaaiatanca  Forcse  (FWMAF)  and  ARVR  artillery  unite  and  the 
many  US,  FWHAF  and  Vietnamese  Inetallatione  and  forces  which  reqi'ire  artil¬ 
lery  support. 

2.  (S)  :  ian  for  Stationing  of  Artillery  Unite. 

a.  The  etationing  cf  Incoming  US  artillery  unite  ’•ef 
to  in  Section  I,  paragraph  c2h  of  the  previous  Operational  Report  continued 
tc  receive  much  of  the  attention  of  thle  headquarters  during  the  reporting 
period.  The  objectives  used  in  preparing  the  plan  were  that  the  plan  should 

(1)  Sxtend  to  tha  maximum  artillery  coverage  in  the  .11 
Corpa  Tactical  Zone  (III  CTZ). 

(2)  Provide  a  mixture  of  calibers  at  several  different 
locations  to  be  readily  available  to  support  operations  in  any  sector  of 
the  III  CTZ  and  to  protect  base  campe. 

(5)  Provide  US  artillery  support  directly  to  ARVR  tac¬ 
tical  operations,  and  to  fire  in  support  of  ARVR  installstlona. 

(4)  Provide  artillery  support  for  opening,  securing, 
and  maintaining  additional  ground  lines  of  cosmun lost ion. 

(5)  Ineure  adequate  security  for  the  artillery  units 
to  preclude  lose  or  destruction  of  artillery  m.^.teriel. 
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b.  A  plan  for  the  etatlonliig  of  incoaing  unite,  Jeaigned 
to  iMat  these  objectives,  was  presented  to  UiS  CG,  II  i*?' HCL'V  on  4  Keo* 

and  approved  by  bla  for  planning  purposes.  Since  U.-it  date,  several  o.bangea 
in  the  progrsB  for  incoicing  units  have  occurred.  In  addition,  cnangee  in 
the  stationing  of  units  already  in  c^juntry  were  planned  in  order  to  iio.  rove 
artillery  coverage  and  provide  for  the  fire  support  of  incoming  major  man¬ 
euver  eleaenta*  Tbs  p}.:ut  for  stationing  cf  US  artillery  unite  in  III  GTZ 
aa  of  31  July  1966  ooaparad  to  the  actu&I  atatlonlng  as  of  1  Hay  19b6  is  at 
Incloaure  1.  at  Incloauie  2  is  a  map  showing  the  fire  capabilities  of  II 
KTORCEV  Artillery  aa  of  13  Maroh  iy66,  the  date  on  which  this  headquarters 
bectius  operational,  and  the  firs  capabllltlea  of  the  artillery  unite  wt.ich 
will  be  In  III  a  A  at  the  end  of  the  present  build-up  fiiase  -  .  March  1^b7. 

The  fire  capabilities  of  the  1st  and  23th  Division  ArtlllsricB  lie  wltt:in 
the  fire  capabilities  circles  of  the  II  FK)RCEV  Artillery  units  shown  for 
13  MshTcb  and  hence  are  not  shown  on  this  nap. 

c.  On  2  July  66  COHUSHACV  in  message  (S)  22684  directed 
that  2/1  \th  Arty,  a  105oim  towed  howitzer  battalion  belonging  to  23d  Art; 

Gp,  be  deployed  to  TV  Corps  in  October  Co  be  under  operational  control  of 
SA,  IT  Corpe.  This  redeployment  waa  to  taka  place  after  t.he  arrival  of 
the  l/40th  Arty,  a  1C3cun  SP  howitzer  battalion,  whose  ETA  in  country  is 
25  October.  Since  the  7/9th  Arty,  also  a  towed  103iiim  battalion,  is  prc- 
grammed  for  II  FPORCCT  Artillery  with  an  CTA  in  country  of  1  November, 
this  headquarters  recommsnded  to  COMUSHACV  (II  FFORCEV  msg  (S)  70260, 

OTG  130O3OZ  Jul)  that  the  7/9th  Arty  be  substituted  for  the  2/* 3th  Artv 
for  deployment  to  IT  Corps.  CG,  V  'ARV  -  urred  ir.  this  recoi-acr.d  .t  .c-. 
on  29  Jul  66  (USART  msg* AVRCC-A33*  253' 5  •  No  decision  had  been  received 
from  COMUSHACV  by  the  end  of  the  period.  The  stationing  plan  at  Inclosure 
1  omits  the  7/9th  Arty  on  the  assumption  it  will  he  stationed  in  IV  Corps. 

d.  Due  to  interest  expressed  by  COMUSHACV  in  JA^NG  AN  Pro- 
Tlnoe,  this  headquarters  undertook  a  study  of  stationing  possibilities  in 
that  area  for  US  artillezy  units.  At  present  there  is  no  US  artillery  ir 
LONG  AN  Province.  The  stationing  of  one  or  more  units  In  that  area  would 
permit  ARVN  to  reposition  Its  own  a:rtlllery  and  thereby  improve  the  over¬ 
all  coverage*  A  reconnaiasance  diacloeed  that  artillezy  position  areas 
are  extremely  scarce}  poaslble  position  areas  were  located  at  TAN  AN,  BEN 
LUC,  THU  TUUA  and  CAN  GITIOC.  At  the  end  of  the  period,  a  plan  was  being 
considered  to  move  an  6-inch  platoon  to  TAN  AN  for  a  2-3  day  operation  to 
demonstrate  to  the  VC  and  the  looal  populnce  that  US  artilleir  can  be  moved 
to  and  employed  In  LONG  AN  Province.  On  a  longer  range  basis,  it  is  envis¬ 
aged  that  a  composita  6"/n3an  batteiy  might  bo  stationed  at  BEK  LUC. 

e.  The  first  US  artillezy  unit  to  arrive  Li  III  CTZ  since 
this  headquarters  became  operational  was  the  2/33th  Arty,  a  133>im  SF  bat¬ 
talion.  Its  advance  party  arrived  at  BIEN  HOA  Air  Base  on  13  June  1966. 

The  main  body  arrived  at  VUHG  TAU  on  23  June  1966,  and  moved  into  a  stag¬ 
ing  area  just  north  of  BIEN  HOA  to  await  the  arrival  of  the  unit's  equipment. 
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The  cquipeiiaat  arilTeil  nt  CiM  KAMi  Bay  on  IB  June  was  offloaded,  than 

transshipped  through  tha  port  of  SAlGT^N  in  three  separate  shlpawnte.  Ten 
of  the  howitssi's  arrived  in  the  staging  area  on  10  July,  and  started  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the  harassing  and  interdiction  program  of  this  headquarters 
on  11  July  b6.  By  14  July  1966  the  rest  of  the  equipoent  had  arrived,  and 

on  19  July  the  battalion  v®lnus  one  firing  battery  and  Service  battery) 

moved  to  XUAK  I£)C,  becoming  operational  the  name  day  in  fulfilling  its  mie- 
eion  of  general  support,  reinforcing  10th  ARVN  Division  Artillery  and  I'S 
artillery  units  operating  in  the  area.  The  other  firing  tattery  moved  on 
22  July  to  Its  base  camp  located  with  1  Australian  Task  Force  northeast  of 
BA  RlA,  where  its  mission  is  to  reinforce  the  artillery  of  1  ATF  end  pro¬ 
vide  fire  support  to  GVN  and  ARVN  inatallatione  and  operations  in  the  exea. 
Service  Battery  ie  colocated  with  this  he'.  Iquariere. 

f.  On  19  June,  one  8’  tube  was  exchanged  for  a  1750®  tube 

in  A  Btry,  6/27 th  Arty  which  is  stationed  at  BEAR  CAT,  17  km  south  of  BISN 

RCA.  ‘nils  change,  which  leavea  three  6"  howitzers  end  one  nSmm  gun  in 

this  battery,  greatl;*  Increasee  the  heavy  artillery  oover'^ge  from  BEAR  CAT. 

g.  At  the  end  of  vhia  period,  plane  were  being  finalized 
for  moving  2/32d  Arty  minus  one  firing  battery  and  Sorvice  Battery  to  the 
TAY  NINE  area.  li  ie  planned  to  move  one  composite  6"/l75>n  battery  to 
SOOI  DA  OF  camp,  I6  km  northeast  of  TAY  KIKU  City,  in  September.  From 
this  location  this  battery  will  be  able  to  support  the  base  camp  being 
conetructei  for  the  19bth  Infantry  Brigade  which  ie  scheduled  to  be  sta¬ 
tioned  in  th&t  area  in  September.  It  will  also  permit  attack  of  targets 
in  War  Zone  C  which  are  curi-ently  out  of  range  of  any  artillery  in  III 
CTZ,  and  will  permit  artillery  coverage  of  the  Michelin  Plantation.  In 
October  os  November,  it  la  planned  to  move  a  second  composite  battery, 
now  stationed  in  XDAH  LOC,  -o  the  SP  remp  at  TRAN^-  SUP,  5  km  northwest 

of  TAY  KISH  City.  That  battery  w.ill  be  al  lu  to  interdict  VC  routes  oi 
entry  into  Vietnam  along  the  Caiabodian  border.  The  Pattalion  Headqijsx- 
tera  will  be  etationed  in  the  brigade  camp  concurrently  with  the  movement 
of  the  eecon”*  battery. 

5.  (c)  Aerial  Reccnnaietiance/ObBervatloi:. 

a.  Since  ground  observation  is  normally  inpoeeible  due  to 
the  relatively  flat  terrain  snd  de.nee  Single  areas,  aerial  reconnaissance 
has  provided  the  vast  majority  of  targets  for  all  artillery  units  in  this 
part  of  Vietnam.  Aerial  reconnalssance/observatioii,  and  adjustment  of  ar- 
tllleiy  fires  by  artillery  uniite  eostained  a  serious  setback  with  the  an¬ 
nouncement  by  DA  on  3  Hay  that  nondivlalonal  combat  aupport  imita,  includ¬ 
ing  separate  artilleirr  battaliona,  will  have  their  aviation  aectioca  de¬ 
leted,  md  that  those  combat  support  unite  already  in  Vietnam  would  have 
their  aviation  eectlons  deleted. 
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b.  Ttie  iK-l’i  Odn  b«  used  for  short  ranga  observation  and 
conduct  of  firs;  however,  It  does  not  have  tno  endurance  and  tangs  for 
cuetalned  observation  nor  InstruiBentatlon  required  for  night  reconnaie- 
senoe.  Since  division  and  separate  brlgnds  artillery  units  do  not  have 
light  fixed  wing  aircraft,  the  01  aircraift  assigned  to  II  Ff'DRC'-Ttf  Artil¬ 
lery  unite  are  ueed  to  suppleaent  the  aerial  surveillance  coverage  of  US 
Tactical  Areaa  of  Operational  Keaponsibilily  in  III  CTd,  particularly  at 
night. 


c.  USAHV  is  working  on  a  plan  which  will  provide  the  re¬ 
quired  nuaber  of  01  aircraft  (22)  to  support  the  needs  of  II  FFOhCrlY  Ar¬ 
tillery  units.  This  plan  will  also  provide  8  observation  helicopters  to 
II  FPORCnV  Artillery.  This  number  is  Inadequate  in  thp.t  it  Is  only  half 
of  the  observation  helicopters  needed,  which  is:  two  .or  each  group  head¬ 
quarters,  one  for  each  artillery  battalion,  and  three  for  the  headquarters 
battery  of  the  target  acquisition  battalion,  for  a  total  of  Ifc.  However, 
this  plan  is  acceptable  as  an  immediate  and  short  range  solution  consider¬ 
ing  existing  shortages  in  HVR.  Acceptance  of  this  plan  does  not  change 
tbs  requirement  for  lb  observation  helicopters  for  II  FFOHCL'V  Artillery 
units  to  perform  their  combat  role  to  the  fullest  extent. 

4.  (S)  Requlreuaenta  for  Additional  Countemortar  Radar  Seta. 

a.  In  the  last  Operational  Report  (Section  I,  para  C2g), 
mention  was  made  of  the  need  for  )7  additional  AN/MP^4A  radar  detachments 
in  order  to  adequately  counter  the  mortar  threat.  On  ^1  May  1966,  a  let¬ 
ter  was  submitted  to  the  Commanding  Ceneral,  USARV,  requeetuq;  separate 
artillery  countemortar  radar  detachments  be  added  to  the  troop  program 
with  a  high  priority.  To  date,  no  reply  haa  been  received  end  the  radar 
detachments  have  not  appeared  In  the  troop  program  for  CY  66-67* 

b.  On  18  July,  a  lialaon  visit  was  made  by  representatives 
from  this  headquarters  to  the  Capital  Military  District,  formerly  a  separ¬ 
ate  command  but  now  under  the  como&nJ  of  III  Corps  Commander.  The  purpose 
of  the  visit  was  to  determine  the  manner  in  which  the  CMD  employs  its  coun¬ 
temortar  radars,  the  requirements  for  additional  radar  sets,  and  what  ac¬ 
tion  haa  been  taken  to  obtain  them.  There  are  presently  two  countemortar 
radar  sets  employed  in  the  Capital  Military  District.  One  is  at  Tan  Son 
Nhut  Air  Base  and  the  other  at  the  POL  etorage  facility  at  Nha  Be,  approx¬ 
imately  7  kilometers  southeast  of  Saigon.  It  was  learned  that,  on  10  May 
1966  a  study  was  made  by  J},  M4CV  which  detemined  the  need  for  two  (2) 
additional  countemortar  radar  seta  at  Tan  Son  Nhut.  This  requirement 

was  approved  by  MAC?  on  4  July  1966;  however;  the  detachments  have  not 
yet  appeared  on  the  Incooiing  troop  list. 

c.  On  2}  July  message  number  AV7B-FA  70426,  subject:  Re- 
quiremant  for  Ccuntemortor  Radar  Petachments,  was  sent  to  USARV  request¬ 
ing  the  availability  of  the  J7  AN/mPQ-4A  radar  sets  mentioned  in  paragraph 
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a  aboTa,  and  the  etatus  of  the  requeat  for  two  {2}  additional  redar  sets 
for  Tar  Son  Nhut. 


d.  The  conilnuod  uae  of  aortexs  by  the  Viet  Cong  on  key 
US  Inetallatlona  Bubatantlatee  the  need  for  adcltlonal  counteraortar 
radars  for  alrflelda,  base  caatps  and  other  vital  Installations. 

5 .  ( S )  Aaelstaaoe  to  AHVW. 

a.  t^en  this  headquarters  becajae  operational  in  mid-March  i 

the  Commanding  General,  II  Fk'CHCEIV  stated  that  one  of  the  most  important 

missiona  of  II  FFDHCHV  Artillery  is  to  be  that  of  helping  ARVH  to  Improve 

the  employment  of  their  artillery.  Since  that  time,  this  headquarters  has 

endeavored  to  accomplish  this  mission  in  every  way  p>osBible. 

b.  One  of  tlie  first  steps  taken  to  assist  AHVK  was  to  learn 
as  much  as  possible,  through  meetings  and  visits  with  US  advisors,  about 
the  employment  of  AHVK  artillery.  Information  such  as  the  locations,  man- 
uer  cf  employment,  and  fire  capabilities  of  ARVK  artillery  waa  sought  out 
by  members  of  the  staff  to  obtain  a  better  understanding  of  what  type  of 
ae-istance  waa  needed. 

c.  Visits  to  the  AHVN  Corps  end  division  artilleries  by  the 
CoBEsading  General,  Deputy  Commander,  principal  staff  officers,  and  liaison 
officers  frcm  this  headquarters  to  III  Corps  have  provided  a  valuable  ex¬ 
change  of  information  on  artillery  matters  and  a  basis  for  future  plans  for 
assistance. 


d.  In  order  to  broaden  the  exchange  of  ideas  and  to  seek  out 
possible  problem  areas  for  aesietance,  this  headquarters  sponsored  two  artil¬ 
lery  oonferencas  during  the  reporting  period.  The  firet  one,  held  on  20  Kay, 
brought  together  the  principal  OS  artillery  coamandere  and  the  US  artillery 
advisors  for  the  express  purpose  of  seeking  the  answer  to  the  question:  "How 
can  US  artillery  assist  ARVN  in  the  employment  of  artillery?"  Conferees  were 
briefed  on  stationing  plans  for  incoming  artillery  units,  and  on  programs  for 
the  provision  of  calibration,  survey  and  metro  support  to  artillery  units  in 
III  CTZ.  Discussion  after  the  briefing  centered  on  methods  of  improving  coord¬ 
ination  between  US  and  ARVH  units.  Shortages  of  materiel  in  some  ARVK  units 
were  brought  up;  this  headquarters  has  been  assisting  in  reaucing  these. 

e.  A  second  conference  on  1  July  was  attended  by  the  AHVH 
Artillery  Commander,  the  Commandant  of  the  ARVH  Artillery  School  and  sen¬ 
ior  ARVH  artillery  commandere,  as  well  as  US  artillery  comma:'.der8  and  ad¬ 
visors.  Briefings  and  discussions  of  the  same  and  additional  subjects 
provided  a  mutual  exchange  of  ideas  that  will  lead  to  closer  coordination 
between  US  and  ARVN  artillery  units. 

f.  As  a  result  of  a  study  conducted  by  the  connuni cations 
officer  and  the  efforts  of  the  S4,  this  headquarters,  11  radios  were  issued 
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to  two  aRVM  artlll  ;-y  bfiitHlions  on  i'9  f'-Ay ,  u  shorla^  which  h-id 

herotofore  existed  in  the^ie  uiiitd. 

fj.  The  f'  li-t  tint  the  stetioninK  }  Itin  iit  Ir  rJoauie  1  j'lv- 
vldes  US  artillery  not  only  to  eui  ^ort  A.'iVi;  operetionn  out  ais*'  to  fire  ir, 
support  of  AHVH  inatai  Intiona  -will  affoni  A;'!V>'  Iho  o;;ortunity  to  (or.soll- 
date  some  of  its  platoone,  nojj  scottered  thruu^jhout  the  corps  area  and  tnus 
to  provide  more  tubea  in  support  of  their  oi>erations. 

h.  Jr.  Ajril  the  l'U,  10th  AiiVh  hivisioii  indicated  .his  desire 
to  establich  a  Fire  Sui-i-ort  Coordination  Klemeut  (.fSl.-.',  in  tiie  jivieion  rac- 
tical  Operations  Center  at  .iUAli  Ijl'C.  Since  the  airiva.  of  a  battery  of  the 
2/52d  Arty  and  the  Headquartera  and  two  firing  batteries  of  the  2/}^th  Arty, 
the  ySCU  naa  been  established  with  both  AHVN  and  US  staffing,  and  ia  oordi- 
nating  the  fires  of  US  and  AHVK  artillery  in  the  area.  «ith  tne  arrival  of 
the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regimei  t  and  the  Headquarters,  54th  Artiller;.’  Croup 
in  XUAR  juC  in  September,  it  wiol  be  possible  to  expand  the  FSCii  .ntx)  a  Com¬ 
bat  Support  Coordination  Center  (CSCC)  which  can  coordinate  all  means  of  com¬ 
bat  and  combat  service  support  available  for  combined  operationa  in  the  axea. 

6.  (c)  US/fVMAF  and  AKVU  Artillery  Coordination. 

a.  During  the  Artillery  Conference  on  1  July,  Major  Chung, 

III  Corps  Artillery  Conunnnder  gave  a  presentation  on  the  subject  of  im¬ 
proving  coordination  betv  'IS  and  AHVN  artillery  units.  Major  Chung 
was  particularly  concerned  w.  h  the  coordination  which  would  have  to  take 
place  between  OS  and  ARYTi  before  US  artillery  units  can  assume  AKW  ter¬ 
ritorial  support  missions  and  free  ARVS  artillery  for  combat  operations. 

He  suggested  that  an  SOP  be  developed  which  would  spell  out  the  responsi¬ 
bilities  and  coordination  required  of  US  artillery  commanders  in  providitig 
necessary  liaison  and  communications  to  ARVh  units  to  insure  effective 
fire  support  for  ARVN  operations  and  defense  cf  ARVN  Installations. 

b.  In  the  course  of  developing  the  SCP  it  was  decided  in¬ 
stead  of  an  SOP,  to  propose  a  II  FRiRCSV  Letter  of  Instruction  on  the  sub¬ 
ject.  The  proposed  LOI  will  list  the  responsibilities  of  US/FwKAF  commanders 
under  the  operational  control  of  II  FPORCEV  in  insuring  that  all  friendly- 
units,  installations  and  outposts  can  call  for  immediately  responsive  fires 
from  every  US/JVMAF  artillery  -unit  in  range. 

7.  (C)  Haraegment  and  Interdiction  (H&I)  Program. 

a.  The  procedures  used  in  conducting  the  Hi; I  program  of 
this  headquarters  have  been  improved  and  refined  during  the  reporting  per¬ 
iod.  Most  of  the  improvement  has  been  in  the  area  of  intelligence-gather¬ 
ing  and  targeting  to  which  the  S2  section  hae  devoted  considerable  effort. 
Each  morning  every  bit  of  intelligence  is  examined  from  every  available 
source  before  targets  axe  selected  for  the  program.  Targets  are  selected 
after  considerable  effort  is  made  to  try  to  determine  wliere  the  VC/NVA 
forces  may  be  operating  at  a  particular  time  cased  on  n  study  of  previous 
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anov  activitiea.  All  ara  catalogued  and  filed  for  ready  refer¬ 

ence  In  future  prograas. 

b.  during  the  quarterly  period  a  total  of  ^0,'}2'2  8-inch 

and  ?,079  rounds  were  expended  on  15»190  suspect  eneixy  installations 

and  routes  of  supply  in  III  CTZ. 

c.  The  effectiveness  of  the  U&I  program  has  been  difficult 
to  evaluate,  as  the  VC  scrupulously  poiice  the  battlefield  and  bury  their 
dead.  Surveillance  at  the  time  of  firing  is  not  always  practical  as 
fires  are  fired  primarily  at  night.  Visual  reconnaissance  of  the  target 
area  has  been  made  the  following  da;'  but  with  inconclusive  rsaults.  How¬ 
ever,  th^re  have  been  Indications  of  the  overall  effectivenecs  of  the  U&I 
program  such  aat 

J  Heports  from  captured  VC  of  losses  sustained  from 
unexpected  attacks  by  artillery. 

(2)  VC-organized  demonstrations  of  villagers  protesting 
to  GVN  authorities  against  artlllezy  fires. 

(3)  A  reported  decline  in  morale  due  to  the  need  to 
move  continually  or  remain  In  tunnele. 

d.  A  copy  of  II  FP0RCE7  Regulation  Number  Combat 

Operational  Integrated  Harassment  and  Interdiction  (H),  12  May  19^6  le  at 
Incloeure  3. 

8.  (C)  Safeguarding  ktm  Aircraft  From  Artlllsry  Fires. 

a.  The  directive  referred  to  in  the  previous  Operational 
Report  (Section  I,  para  o2k)  was  published  on  23  July  under  the  title 
"Safeguarding  Army  Aircraft  From  Artillery  Fires"  a  copy  of  which  le  at 
Incloeure  4< 


b.  In  essence  the  directive  provides  for  air  corridors  f'/r 
use  by  Army  aviators  for  flights  between  frequently  visited  places  and  for 
warnings  of  srlaillory  firing  throu^  thoso  corridors  which  &re  broudcpgit 
every  five  minutes  on  a  covmon  frequency*  An  a^ncy^  known  ai  the  Divi- 
aion  Artillery  Air  Control  Agency  (DAACA),  will  be  established  by  each  of 
the  let  and  23th  Infantiy  Division  Artilleriee  for  the  purpose  of  provid¬ 
ing  information  to  Army  pilots  on  srtillexy  firing  through  or  in  the  vici¬ 
nity  of  flight  corridors. 

9«  (C)  The  6"  Howitzer  and  the  175nm  Cun. 

a.  Problems  with  the  173iiun  gun  continue  to  occu.*  which  have 
restricted  the  use  of  this  much-needed  long-range  weapon.  On  29  June,  USAliV 
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eitfebllehed  a  tube  replacement  criteria  which  limited  the  number  of  rounds 
that  could  be  fired  by  the  to  *  total  of  4OO  rounds  per  tube,  of  which 

not  more  than  300  could  be  fired  at  zone  3*  In  addition  all  components  of 
earlier  model  breech  aseembliee  were  to  be  limited  to  600  rounds,  of  which 
not  more  than  600  rounds  could  be  fired  using  zone  3*  Later  models  of  the 
l73o>m  gun  breech  assemblies  were  limited  to  1200  total,  no  mors  than  900 
of  which  could  be  fired  with  zone  3*  Theee  reetrlctions  had  the  effect  of 
deadlinlng  12  out  of  13  weapone  on  hand  from  29  June  to  7  July  at  which  time 
four  were  back  in  operation.  The  remainder  remained  deadlined  until  14  July. 

b.  In  a  later  meaeage  on  11  July  tiie  above  criteria  was 
changed  so  that  now  a  total  of  40O  equivalent  full  charge  (HFC)  rcunde  can 
be  fired,  but  etill  in  effect  is  a  restriction  of  300  rounds  at  zone  3* 

The  Kku  factors  established  by  DSARV  are  0.24  for  zones  1  and  2,  and  1.0 
for  cons  3«  Since  about  fifty-four  per  cent  of  all  rounds  fired  with  the 
175i>>b  gun  have  been  with  zone  3t  on  the  average,  the  restriction  of  300 
zone  3  rounds  per  tube  materially  affects  combat  capabilities  with  this 
waapon* 


c.  In  other  meesagee,  6  and  10  July,  USARV  establiehed  a 
detailad  10-step  procedure  for  inspection  of  the  17^aB  propelling  charge 
prior  to  firing  zone  3t  directed  that  each  unit  erect  a  sandbag  barricade 
behind  whldi  the  members  of  gun  crews  will  deploy  when  firing  zone  3»  and 
required  the  use  of  a  90-foot  lanyard  when  firing  zone  3»  In  the  message 
of  10  July,  the  criticality  of  the  depth  of  ramming  was  pointed  out  and  a 
recommendation  was  made  to  cheek  each  round  for  a  depth  of  9B  3/4  inchee 
with  a  locally  fabricated  "T"  bar  before  firing. 

d.  The  average  dally  deadline  rate  of  the  M107  (I79i»ii>)  In 
Anrll  was  3*9  per  day  for  13  weapons;  however,  in  May  this  was  reduced  to 
4.1  and  in  June  to  a  low  of  2.6.  During  July  the  rate  rose  to  4.3  due  to 
the  criteria  established  for  breech  mechanism  aesemblies  referred  to  above. 
The  principal  causes  of  deadlining  were  hydraulic  motors,  loader  rammer 
failures,  elevation  mechanlsme,  traversing  housings,  recoil  leaks,  auxil¬ 
iary  front  drive  assemhlles,  tubes  and  breech  rings.  Sbortageo  of  repair 
parte  which  ^wre  prevalent  in  April  gradually  improved  during  the  period. 

e.  The  average  daily  deadline  rate  of  the  Ml  10  (8")  in 
April  was  3*9  Pbx'  day  for  11  weapons;  bowsvsr,  this  was  reduced  to  3* I 
in  May,  3*0  in  June,  and  to  a  low  of  2.3  in  July.  The  principal  causes 
vers  'igain  loader  rammere,  recoil  mechanisms,  hydraulic  motors,  spade 
cylinders,  elevating  meohaniems,  recoil  leaks,  problems  with  the  sight, 
snd  fuel  tank  ruptures* 

f*  Ibe  1T9bb  gun  notwithstanding  the  dlffioultiss  ex¬ 
perienced  with  it,  has,  on  balance,  establlahed  Itself  as  a  valuable  firs 
support  asset  of  11  FF0BCEI7.  Ita  great  range  enables  it  to  attack  targets 
which  would  otbsrwlse  remain  untouched,  and  thus  the  Vlst  Cong  have  been 
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fr«edob  uf  movooieut  in  laxi^e  lU'diie  in  which  th^y  previously  operated 
^ihindere''.  AKVN  ui.ita  which  cannot  be  supported  by  othsr  artillery  wsap>onB 

havs  expressed  particular  appreciation  of  ths  ^un's  capability.  As  our  units 
(fain  experience  and  parts  availability  continues  to  laprove  down  tire  is  be- 
intp  reduced. 

10.  (C)  pTopTaats  Uesimed  to  Increase  the  Accuracy  of  Artillery. 

A.  In  order  to  inflict  the  maxlBua  number  cf  caeualtlesi  ths 
iimedlate  objsctive  of  the  artillery  ie  to  deliver  timely,  accurate  eurprlee 
fire.  Since  observation  in  Vietnam  le  often  restricted  by  dense  jungle  or 
lack  of  good  observation  pxiinte,  a  large  percentage  of  fire  delivered  is  un¬ 
observed,  thus  placing  a  premium  on  accurate  firs.  Three  programs  designed 
to  increase  the  accuracy  of  artillery  fires  were  undertaken  by  the  headquar¬ 
ters  during  the  quarter  in  the  areas  of  meteorology,  survey,  and  calibration. 

b .  Artillery  Ballistic  Meteorology  (Metro). 

(1)  With  four  metro  stations  already  stationed  in  III 
Corps  Tactical  Zone  and  five  more  programmed  to  arrive  during  CY  66,  a 
study  was  undertaken  by  the  Meteorological  quality  Control  Team  (KtCT)  to 
determine  the  boat  locations  for  the  metro  stations.  Initially  the  teat 
will  determine  by  comparison  the  difference  in  metro  effects  oetween  XUAN 
U/C  in  the  eastern  sector  of  I7I  CTZ  and  BA  RIA  in  the  southeastern  sec¬ 
tor.  Later  the  resulte  of  this  test  will  be  compared  with  netro  data  from 
other  areas  in  111  CTZ.  This  test  was  atill  in  progreeB  at  the  close  of 
the  quarter. 

(2)  Another  test  was  conducted  at  the  request  of  the 
let  Field  Regiment,  Royal  Australian  Artillery.  Since  the  let  Field  Re¬ 
giment  dose  not  have  a  metro  capability »  they  roqueeted  the  assistance  of 
the  MQCT  in  conducting  tests  to  determine  the  effects  of  metro  on  the  fir¬ 
ing  of  their  artillery  pieces*  Visual  flights  were  conducted  by  the  MWCT 
for  foiir  days  and  the  metro  meseages  were  provided  to  the  Australiane  for 
use  in  their  harassing  and  interdiction  firing.  On  the  final  day  of  the 
test,  ths  1st  Field  Regiment  fired  with  and  without  metro  data  at  a  range 
of  2^  mstsrs.  This  resulted  in  a  metro  correction  of  only  30  meters. 

Fire  at  greater  ranges  to  get  more  valid  sampling  was  not  possible  because 
of  patrol  activity  in  the  area.  The  1st  Regiment  was  pleased  with  ths  re¬ 
sults  and  plan  to  use  metro  corrections  provided  by  US  artillery  units  to 
be  stationed  in  their  area.  During  their  stay  with  the  Australiane,  the 
MQCT  aesieted  the  Australian  counteimortar  radar  aection  in  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  an  optical-electrical  bearing  check  of  their  radar.  This  was  done 
by  attaching  a  foil  target  to  ths  metro  pilot  balloons  and  tracking  them 
with  the  radar. 

(3)  Still  another  study  was  conducted  for  the  benefit 
of  ARYN  artillery.  Ths  purpose  of  this  study  was  to  determine  whether  an 
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average  metro  meaeage  could  be  {^xvldad  for  uee  by  ARVN  alnoe  they  b^ve  no 
metre  capability  of  their  own.  During  the  conduct  of  the  test  It  was  found 
that  It  was  nut  feasible  to  have  a  single  average  metre  msseage  elnce  bs.l~ 
llatlc  wind  direction  varied  greatly  —  often  aa  much  as  5^00  mils  —  and 
the  average  wind  speed  was  only  half  that  of  actual  ballletlc  wind  speed. 

As  a  result ,  an  average  metro  meseage  was  not  recommended. 

c.  Survey . 

In  order  to  accurately  mass  artillery  units  which  are 
within  supporting  range  of  each  other,  the  need  exists  in  Ill  CTZ  to  place 
units  on  a  common  grid.  This  is  the  aim  of  a  plan  being  carried  out  under 
the  guidance  of  the  S2.  The  plan  is  to  install  3d  ordsr  survey  control 
polmta  (SCPe)  at  certain  key  inatallationa  in  III  CTZ  using  the  services 
of  the  ^9th  ikigineer  Company  (TUPO).  The  Headquarters  Battery,  6th  Tar¬ 
get  Acquisition  Battalion,  Z^tfa  Artillery,  after  it  arrives  in  August, 
will  oontinue  the  survey  by  bringing  4tb  order  control  to  all  US/AMAF 
artlllezy  unite  in  III  CTZ.  Later,  plans  ere  to  extend  the  control  to 
include  the  ARVK  artillery  units.  It  is  expected  to  take  until  February 
1967  to  place  all  artlllaxy  in  III  CTZ  on  a  common  grid. 

d.  Calibration  of  Artillery. 

Arrangements  were  made  through  the  177th  Ordnance  Detach¬ 
ment  to  calibrate  all  artillery  in  111  CTZ,  both  US  and  ARVN.  In  addition 
to  calibrating  each  weapon,  the  team  has  been  boreaeoplng  end  checking  each 
tube  for  ezceaelve  wear.  Because  of  combat  operations  the  team  has,  on  eev- 
eral  occasions,  taken  its  equipment  to  field  poeltlons  end  by  31  July  139 
of  194  US  and  44  of  1'>4  ARVN  pieces  had  been  calibrated. 

11.  (S)  Reorganization  of  the  FATAB. 

The  USARY  troop  list  in  effect  when  this  headquarters  becaae 
operationeil  carried  a  headquarters  and  headquarters  battery  of  a  target  ac- 
quisltlcn  battalion  (HUB,  2/26tb  Arty).  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  letter 
batteries  were  not  coming  with  the  headquarters,  a  study  waa  initiated  to 
eliminate  those  portions  of  tbs  HQPHQ  Battery  used  solely  for  the  support 
of  the  letter  batteries,  and  to  bring  to  RVN  only  those  personnel  and  equip¬ 
ment  pertaining  to  survey  and  metro.  Later  a  reoommsndation  was  submitted 
to  USARY  on  13  May  to  delete  non-eeeential  personnel  and  equipment  from  the 
TOE,  leaving  6  officers,  8  warrant  officers,  and  13O  enlisted  men.  This 
reoonmandatlou,  except  for  the  aviation  section,  waa  implemented  by  DA;  the 
unit  was  redesignated  as  HUB,  B/29tb  Artillery,  with  personnel  drawn  from 
the  2/26tb  AxtlUeiy.  It  is  scheduled  to  arrive  in  RVN  on  13  August  and 
will  be  colocated  with  thie  beedquartere,  with  vUe  mleaion  of  general  sup¬ 
port  of  II  FFORCEV  Artlllezy. 
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12.  ^3;  ABBiaianco  to  IncoalR#;  Units. 

a.  II  ET-VhCi-Tf  Artliiery  la  pro<fr‘^®*<i  to  receive  aix  wore 

artillery  baltalluna  b>  Ktu'cii  'fo'-u'  of  t4ilch  will  arrive  during  the 

period  Sapteaber  to  November.  Is  order  tc  efflciantly  receive,  ata^e  and 
prepare  theaa  units  for  their  operational  role  oafore  they  move  to  their 
bass  caap,  this  headquarters  appoints  a  unH  to  sponsor  sach  Inooain^  unit; 
furtbsr  an  SC?  has  been  published  by  ths  headquartsrs  which  outlinsa  the 
procedures  to  be  followed.  Each  sponsor  unit  is  requested  to  ooaplste  an 
after-aotlon  report  so  that  problaas  which  were  encountered  by  one  unit  and 
ths  actions  taken  to  resolve  them  will  benefit  other  uilts  in  the  accosplish- 
aent  of  their  sponsorship  mission. 

b.  The  f!:oai  of  the  program  la  to  have  all  necessary  facili¬ 
ties  ready  for  the  unit  when  It  arrives.  After  the  main  body  arrives,  brief¬ 
ings  and  tuura  aie  arranged  by  ths  sponsoring  unit  to  acquaint  the  new  urat 
with  its  aiaslon  and  some  of  the  problems  that  can  be  expected  in  the  accum- 
plishaent  of  that  miasion. 

15.  (C)  Lack  of  Information  on  Incoming  Units. 

One  of  the  recoDoendations  in  the  previous  Operational  Report 
(Section  II,  para  6e)  dealt  with  the  lack  of  Information  on  Incoming  units. 

At  that  time  it  waa  pointed  out  that  host  units  must  ba  provided  with  certain 
information  several  aont.ia  in  advance  of  the  unit'e  arrival.  One  such  item 
is  the  date  and  time  »f  arrival  of  advance  parties.  On  15  June  1966,  the 
advance  party  of  the  2d  Battalion,  }9th  Artillery  arrived  unannounced  at 
Bins  HOA  AFB  with  24  personnel  and  6,000  pounds  of  cargo.  On  20  June  1966, 
the  Coaaandlrg  General,  11  FFORCEV  artillery  sent  a  letter  to  the  Commanding 
General,  HBARV  through  Commanding  General,  II  FFORCEV  citing  actions  taken 
by  this  headquarters  to  ascertain  the  expected  time  of  arrival  and  compoei- 
tlon  of  the  advance  party.  This  letter  recommended  that  one  agency  with 
acceae  to  Air  Force  and  Army  coamiuiicatione  be  given  the  responeibility  of 
aggreesively  eeeklng  Infozaation  from  COMBS  on  incoming  units,  and  of  fur¬ 
nishing  timely  reports  to  those  agenclee  responsible  for  receiving  these 
units.  USARY  sent  a  meaeage  (cite  number  ^2862)  to  CDiCUSARPAC  pointing 
out  ths  lack  of  information  and  requested  that  action  be  taken  to  insure 
that  meesages  are  dispatched  by  commanders  of  CONUS  departure  airfields 
to  USARV  with  a  precedence  which  will  ineure  receipt  NLT  24  hours  prior 
to  arrival  of  aircraft  in  RVB.

It  la  naceaaary  for  them  to  have  such 
itoma  aa  individual  weapons,  ammunition,  ateel  helneta,  protective  veata, 
web  equipment,  laoaquito  bare,. air  mattreaaea  and  sleeping  bags  immediately 
accessible  to  each  individual.  According  to  information  given  by  members 
of  the  advance  party  of  the  unit,  HHB,  6/25th  Arty  will  arlve  in  H\'}i  with 
many  of  these  items  packed  as  Red  TAT,  which  means,  since  the  personnel 
will  off-load  at  VUNG  TAU  and  Its  equipment  will  continue  aboard  ship  tc 
SAIGON,  that  they  will  not  be  immediately  available  to  troops  in  the  stag¬ 
ing  area  at  LONG  BIKH. 

Obaervation;  All  units  deploying  to  RVN  should  be  so  packed  that  Items  of 
equipment  necessary  to  live  In  the  field  will  be  available  as  soon  as  the 
unit  arrives  in  Its  RVN  staging  area.
